On’ the credit side is the 
mother’s good conscience at 
letting the baby ent whenever 
he likes and not worrying 
about training him to schedule, 
I{ she really is bound on the 
self-demand method she has no 
occasion to fret and {eel 
mervous about the matter, 
which to some mothers would 
be a yery big ‘item. Then the 
mother might just be lucky, 
Her Jnfant might gradually and 
very soon adapt himself to a 
pretty‘ good schedule. A few 
Infants really do, it-is sald. 
But a great many of them don't. 
Then if the self-demand method 
is still followed when the 
infant is five, eight or ten 
months of ‘age, the  conse- 
quences, obviously, might prove 
pretty unsatisfactory to the 
mother, In these protracted 
eases the mother 
she should go on_ indefinitely 
feeding tho youngster when he 
seems fo be hungry. We also 
might expect this mother to 
carry these self-demand princi- 
ples to all “matters concerning 
the youngster’s wishes, as. na 
result of which he easily might 
become ao little tyrant. 


Inconsistent Schedule 


* ‘We should bear’ in mind that 
some mothers who say they 
held the first one, two or three 
babfes to a schedule and trisd 
the self-demand method on the 
next baby with “very satisface 
tory results,” probably . were 
inconsistent . about schedules 
with the other children, having 
held out, until “I got so nervous 
T couldn’t stand -it any longer."
